FOR AGUINALDO, 


Hostile Savages Iniest 
the Mountains. 


Gen. Lawton’s Forces Pursuing 
Him With Artillery. 


American Divisions Scouring the 
Country With Vigor. 


Transports Newport and Tartar Arrive 
at Manila—Prospects of Civil War 
Among the Sulu Islanders. 
Fther McKinnon’s Work. 


[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

MANILA, Nov. 23, 9 a.m.—[By a 
nila Cable.] News from the pursuit of 
Aguinaldo is not expected for a day or 
two. Yesterday a report reached Gen. 
Lawton by courier from Gen. Young 
that people knowing the country think 
Aguinaldo’s destination is Lloios. 

With Gen. Lawton’s troops in a pow - 
toin to move toward Bayombong by 
every road from the south and with 
impenetrable mountains, peopled by un- 
friendly semi-savage tribes’ behind, 
Bayombong would be a poor refuge. It 
is reported that Gen. Lawton is mov- 
ing northward from Tayud with infan- 
try to head off-Aguinaldo.

Aguinaldo is supposed to 
have two days’ start from Aringay.

TRAITORS GIVEN COMMANDS. 
EX-AMERICANS JOIN THE ENEMY 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.} 
LYNN (Mass.,) Nov. 22.—Edward S. 
Chester of this city, formerly a private 
in Co. M, Seventeenth United States 
Infantry, who has just returned from 
the Philippines, where he was two 
months on the firing line, says the 
American soldiers who for crimes of 
one sort or another have been dishon- 
estly. discharged from the army, are 
of Filipino commands. The 
rebel com™ms~rders offer large induce- 
ments in the way of salary and posi- 
tion to any who will forsake the Amer- 

ican army. 

Chester says these Americans are a 
reckless class, and to their energy, in 
a great part, is due the tenacity of the 
rebellion. He said these American 
soldiers led the Filipinos in several of 
the fiercest engagements, and play an 
important part in keeping alive the 
spirit of the rebellion among the rem- 
nants of Aguinaldo’s commands. 

THE ELDER’S QUICK TRIP.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 22.—The 
record for a round trip to Manila is 
held by the United States transport 
George W. Elder, which arrived today, 
having made the round trip in sixty-one 
days. She sailed a few hours ahead of 
the Belgian King, which is now due. 


The Belgian King is bringing the body 


of Maj. Guy Howard, son of Gen. O. 
O. Howard, retired,-who was killed in 
action last October. 


CIVIL WAR AMONG SULUS. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.]} 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22,.—Latest 
mail advices from Manila indicate the 
existence of serious trouble among the 
Sulu Islanders, growing out of the 
killing by some followers of the Sultan 
of nine of the adherents of Dato Jack- 
anine, the most powerful and influen- 
tial sub-chief of the archipelago. 

The men were fishermen, and were 
killed by the Sultan’s soldiers, they 
having resisted the attempt of the sol- 
diers to seize some fish they had 
caught.. The chief has sworn to be 
avenged, and has declared that he 
would commence war upon the Sul- 
tan. From the nature of the Moros, 
several residents of Jolo express the 
fear that the war cannot be prevented. 


DEFENDS FUNSTON. 


M’KINNON DENIES DESECRATION. 
[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 22.—Rev. 
Father McKinnon, chaplain in the 
United States army, defends Gen. Fun- 
ston and Col. Metcalf from the charges 
that have been brought against them.

ments recently landed at Durban. The 
War Office dispatches are confined to 


a mere recital. of a few casualties at 
Mooi-River, which confirm the reports 
of skirmishes there, but give no details 
as to how the engagements happened.

ton's camp.at Mooi River vaguely, ag 
“large,” or “ample.”’ 5 

ne correspondent says that 7000 
Boers are Within twenty-five miles of 


Howick Falls, near Pietermaritzburg, 
and that the inhabitants are fleeing to 
the capital. 

Evidently a considerable force of the 
enemy is now within thirty or forty 
miles of Piete srmaritzburg, but it is 
officially announced from there that no 
anxiety prevails, the garrison number- 
ing a thousand men, with six guns. 

Gen. Joubert’s plan, apparently, is 
a daring attemp* to defeat the British 
relieving column from Durban in de- 
tail, while stilk attempting the reduc- 
tion of Ladysmith. A serious attack 
on Mooi River camp is now hourly 
expected, with the object of destroying 

the bridge at Wester. Should this be 
accomplished, the Boers would be free 
to turn their attention again to Est- 
court, while if the enemy be defeated, 
he would retire again on Weenan and 
join the investing forces about Lady- 
smith. 

The Boer report that Gen. Hildyard’s 
messenger asking Gen. White for as- 
Sistance was captured, causes some un- 
easiness, but it is argued that if Gen. 
Hildyard had not been strong enough 
to hold out, he would some time ago 
have been ordered to retire to Pieter- 
maritzburg. Therefore, small credence 
is given the story. 

Nothing is known regarding the food 
Supplies of the garrisons thus isolated. 
It is believed that Estcourt is well pro- 
vided, but there is less confidence in 
the case of Mooi River. 

There is no further news from the 
western frontier except the list of 
Casualties, showing that one trooper 
was killed and nine were wounded at 
Kimberley November 16 and confirming 
the accounts of the sorties previously 
reported from Boer sources.

JOHN HAYS HAMMOND TALKS. 
SITUATION OUTLINED. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—John Hays 
Hammond, the American engineer who 
became prominent during the Jameson 
raid in the Transvaal, arrived here on 
the White Star liner Teutonic with his 
family today. Hammond was met at 
the steamship pier by many people; 
some of whom came from as far as 
Chicago. In speaking of South Africa, 
Hammond said: 
“There can be no doubt that Euro- 
pean sympathy in general is with 
the Boers. It is not so much for 
the reason that they love the 
Boers as that they dislike the Eng- 
lish. It is likewise so that the animos- 
ity toward England has been intensi- 
fied by her friendship for us during the 
Spanish war. In America, there are 
many who, under a misconception, also 
Sympathize with the . Boers in their 
Struggle for the independence of. their 
so-called little republic. Butis the cause 
of the Boers deserving of sympathy 
from the American point of view? A 
few plain facts will enable you to judge. 
“The question is often asked, and 
quite pertinently, why the Uitlanders 
went to the Transvaal if the laws were 
unsatisfactory. The answer is that 
they were invited to go by the Boer 
government, and notably by Mr. Kruger 
himself,and that when they immigrated 
the existing laws were very favorable 
to the UVitlanders. It was only after 
their capital and labors had rescued the 
Transvaal from imminent bankruptcy 
that the liberal laws were superseded 
by the present adverse laws. 
“In the meanwhile, millions of for- 
eign capital had been invested in the 
purchase of Boer farms at that time of 
little or unknown value. The status of 
the Unitianders: today is this: They 
own one-half of the land and nine- 
tenths of the property of the country. 
Thev greatly outnumber the Boers, but 
nevertheless are debarred from obtain- 
ing the franchise. The franchise law, 
as it now stands, requires the applicant 
for the franchise in advance to re- 
nounce allegiance toall other countries, 
after which he is under a term of pro- 
bation of fourteen years, during which 
time he is liable to military service in 
case of war. At the end of fourteen 
years, he may obtain the franchise, pro- 
in writing the consent. 
of aemajority of the Boers in the ward 

which he resides, and provided, 
oreover, that the Boer-President-—and 
xecutive Council do not object. 

The Vitlanders pay nine-tenths of 
all the taxes, and have absolutely no 
Voice in the expenditure of the money, 
And must submit to the most flagrant 
misappropriation of the bulk of . the 
government revenues which is ex- 
tracted from them by a most ingenious 
System of class taxation.

BOERS’ BOAST 
TO BE CARRIED TO EFFECT. 


ADVANCE ON PIETERMARITZBURG 
IS AN EFFORT AT IT.

Looks as if Eighty Thousand Men 
Could Have Been Put into the Field 
by the Hard-headed South Afri- 
canders—Artillery Already at Play. 
Crimean Hero Killed.

DURBAN, Nov. 23, 12:30 a.m.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] It is believed a 
Boer force is marching on Pietermar- 
itzburg the advance guard of the force 
that means to make good the Boer’s 
original boast, ‘‘Through Natal to Dur- 
ban.” 

It looks as if there might have been 
more than was credited in the Trans- 
vaalers’ declaration that they could 
put 80,000 republicans in the field, and 
it is feared by the British here that it 
may be possible to leave at Ladysmith 
enough burghers to keep Sir George 
White out of action and still to out- 
number the British who can be rallied 
at this moment to oppose the capture 
of Pietermaritzburg. 

Yesterday afternoon the Boers, who 
had brought up artillery to the north 
of the Mooi River camp, attempted to 
shell the position. An effort was made 
but unsuceessfully. The British artil- 
lery was successful in keeping the 
Boer guns in check. 


TWO TRANSVAAL NOTABLES.

They add that Gen. Buller 
has sent to lower Natal Gen. Clery and 
Gen. Hildyard, two of the best strate- 
gists in the British army, and that 
they must understand the situation 
fully, even if nobody in London does. 
No expert attempts, to explain how 
those generals can keep in. constant 
touch with the enemy without better ar- 
rangements for scouting than have 
been reported hitherto.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 22.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The State Board of 
Horticulture has prohibited the impor- 
tation of Mexican oranges into Califor- 
nia. This action was taken today as 
the result of the discovery that the 
consignment of oranges from the south- 
ern republic was infected with Mexi- 
can maggots, a pest much dreaded by 
orange growers. 

The steamer Colon, which arrived to- 
day from Mexican ports, brought 
among her cargo, sixteen boxes of 
oranges, which were taken on board 
at Acapulco. For some time Mexican 
orange shipments have been received 
with suspicion, so the officials of the 
Board of Horticulture were on the 
watch. Inspector Crow made an ex- 
amination of the fruit, and found it 
badly infected. He at once ordered it 
destroyed, and the entire consignment 
was burned. Later a notice was is- 
sued warning shippers against sending 
any Mexican oranges to California. 

It is said that the steamer Curacao, 
which is due here within a few days, 
is. bringing a quantity of oranges from 
Mexican points. The fruit will be 
seized on arrival here, and will be de- 
stroyed.

OPINION ON EDU CATION AL PRIV- 

ILEGES OF BLACKS. ......... 

[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT. | 

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—The appellate 
division of the Supreme Court in Brook- 
lyn has denied the appeal of Elizabeth 
Cisco, colored, from the decision of the 
special term refusing a peremptory 
writ of mandamus to compel the 
school board of Queensborough to ad- 
mit her children to the public school 
on Brenton avenue, Jamaica, and make 


no distinction on account of color. Mrs. 
Cisco claimed the right to have her 
children accepted as pupils in - the 


school in question, but was told that 
they must go to a separate school for 
colored children. 

Justice Goodrich, writing the opinion 
for the appellate division says that the 
provisions of the constitution which 
provides that equal school facilities 
shall be furnished to all children, can- 
not be held to mean that the white 
children and the black children must 
be permitted to attend the same school, 
when as to the question of excellence 
of instruction in the school for colored 
children in comparison with the schools 
for white children, Justice Goodrich 
does not find that there is any differ- 
ence.

INTERS™ COMMERCE LAW. 


AMENDMENTS 's FOR CONGRESS. 

P. DAY-REPORTF,1- 
CHICAGO, Nov. . 22.—Important 
amendments to the Interstate Com- 
merce law were approved at a.confer- 
ence today of representatives of over 
thirty national industrial and manu- 
facturing associations, merchants and 
shippers. Arrangements have been 
made with Senator Cullom to intro- 
duce a bill at the coming session of 
Congress, and a determined effort will 
be made to have it ‘placed on the stat- 
ute books. 

The bill demands a uniform classifi- 
cation of rates, and calls. for an im- 
portant extension of the powers of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to 
prevent all kinds of discrimination in 
favor of manufactured products, as 
against the raw material. It also does 
away with the system of imprisonment 
under the present law, substituting one 
of fines, making the corporation and 
not the individual responsible and lia- 
ble to prosecution. 

The amendments were discussed at 
length before a decision was reached. 
The session lasted most of the day. 
lhe proposed amendments were pre- 
pared. by Frank Barry of Milwaukee, 
Wis., secretary of the Millers’ National 


Association. 


MEXICAN RAILROAD BONDS. 


PREVIOUS DECISION REVERSED 
WY COURT OF APPEALS. 
[A. P. EARLY A:M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—Word was re- 
ceived in Wall street last night that 
the British Court of Appeals had dur- 
ing the day rendered judgment in the 
case of the Mexican National Railroad, 
reversing the decision of the lower 
court and permitting the company to 
proceed with a plan for funding its 6 
per cent. bonds through an issue of $4,- 
500,000 Mexican internal 5’s.

SPRINGFIELD (0...) Nov. 22:=The 
National Grange, which has been in 
session in this city during the past 
week, will adjourn sine die tomorrow. 
Important in today’s proceedings was 
the report of the Committee on Trusts, 
which was adopted. The Trust Com- 
mittee’s report was as follows: 

“The National Grange express their 
approval of the address of our wor- 
thy master, Aaron Jones, regarding 
trusts, and demand the enactment by 
Congress of such laws as will protect 
the people against all combinations of 
men and capital inimical to public 
policy. 

“We are not opposed to associations 
of interests, which merely lessen the 
cost of production, but we are decid-: 
edly opposed to the misuse of the power 
Which large combinations of capital 
give for the purpose of destroying 
competition, controlling production and 
arbitrarily dictating prices of commod- 
ities. We are opposed too corpora- | 
tions or trusts which control the source 
of supply, and, like the Standard Oil 
Company, reach out their arms and em- 
brace all competition. Special favors 
railroads, thus 
them to undersell and force 
to the wall the smaller dealers 
might otherwise compete with them. 

‘“‘We encourage the investment of 
capital in every branch of legitimate 
industry, and demand fair play. The 
expansion of our territory and com- 
merce tehds to increase the number of 
capitalized associations. The greed 
and selfishness which too often actuate 
men has become an element of danger, 
and must be controlled. It must be 
made impossible for so-called trusts to 
accumulate millions by selling watered 
stock without adding to the wealth of 
the country. Therefore, we recommend: 

“*First—Official inspection of all cor- 
porations, as in the case of national 
banks. -No corporation should be tol- 
erated whose books cannot bear in- 
spection. 

*Second—-Prohibition of aH rebates.or 
discriminations by public ‘carriers. 

“Third—Taxation of all capital stock. 

“Fourth—All capital stock should be 
paid up in full. 

“Fifth—Severe penalties 
tion of law, (a) by forfeiture of char- 
ter, fine and imprisonment; (b) by im- 
peachment, fine and imprisonment of 
all public officials whose duty it may 
be to enforce the law and who shall 
fail to perform that duty. 

Suggestions—We would advise many 
petitions to Congress to pass remedial 
legislation along the lines above sug- 
gested. 

“We ask the members of our body to 
secure State legislation not in conflict 
with national laws, but suited to the 
peculfar requirements of their respec- 
tive States. One of,the greatest evi- 
dences. of trusts is their power to con- 
trol elections and corrupt officials. This 
can be remedied by educating the peo- 
ple. Meanwhile we must control by 
the strong arm of authority. One 
principle worthy of consideration has 
been thus stated. 

“Whenever monopolies are based 
upon the acquisition of nearly the en- 
tire supply of natural treasures of any 
sort, or upon exclusive Ownership of 
raw material of any kind, government 
ownership of the source of supply is 
called for. The National Grange and 
Patrons of Husbandry pledge their best 
efforts for the suppression of such dan- 
gerous associations, and we invite the 
earnest coéperation of every liberty- 
loving; self-respecting citizen of the re-. 
public.”

MEET MANY OBSTACLES | ON 

THEIR “TRIP TO *PARIS.". 

[A, P. DAY REPORT} 
NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Paris says that, 1500 
strikers at Audincourt-Valentigny- 
Buleau, in the Doubs Department, 
most of whom are employed by 
the Péugot’s automobile factory, 
started yesterday to march to Paris. 
They were accompanied. by... 150 
- cyclists and a number of wagons filled 
with food. At 1:30 o’clock in the aiter- 
noon they arrived at Dauwantin, a 
commune before Belfort. The prefect 
was at once informed of their arrival 


and immediately took. charge of the | 


police service. Troops in full marching. 
order were sent to guard the road. 

At 2 o’clock Pierre Bietrey, who is 
leading the strikers, came to inform 
the prefect, who was waiting at one 

gaité of tity, at the head of the 
militia, that the strikers had the inten- 
tion of entering Belfort and lodge 
there for the night. The prefect re- 
fused to allow them to pass. Bietrey 
replied that the strikers would pass 
all the same and “returned to Dau- 
wantin. 

Half an hour afterward the strikers 
arrived in the vicinity with trumpets 
sounding, drums beating and flags fly- 
ing. When they had come within fifiy 
yards of the city wall the prefect callei 
on them to halt. 

While the leaders were parleying with 
them M. Julliard, assistant Mayor of 
Belfort, declared that the strikers had 
a perfect right to pass. The prefect 
replied that he alone was responsible 
for the public order. M. Julliard then 
protested and withdrew. 

M. Bietrey, who attempted to pass 
by another route, was arrested and 
brought back to his companions, The 
situation last night was unchanged. 
The strikers have lit large fires and are 
amusing themselves dancing and sing- 
ing. Additional troops have been sent 
to the spot. 


HOLLAND BOAT INDORSED. 


A BRITISH CAPTAIN TO ADVISE 
ITS ADOPTION. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—Capt. Charles 
L. Ottley, R.N., naval attaché to Her 
Majesty’s Embassy to the United 
States, came from Washington today 
“for the purpose of inspecting the Hol- 
land boat in behalf of his government. 
He was taken to the boat, which is 
moored in the Atlantic Yacht Club ba- 
sin, in Brooklyn basin, by John R. Hol- 
land, who explained the workings of 
the vessel to the captain. For more than 
two hours Capt. Ottley looked over the 
boat. He seemed very much impressed 
with what he says, and when asked his 
opinion, said: 

“It is my intention to recommend to 
the Board of Admiralty of the British 
government that they immediately con- 
sider the merits of the Holland with a 
view of adopting vessels of her type 
{nto the British navy. She is to my 
mind the most formidable type of sub- 
marine boat, and has demonstrated 
that she is the only successful one. The 
vessel could not only be used in keep- 
ing the harbors and the coasts free 
from invading fleets, but with vessels 
of the Holland type there would need 
be no fear of submarine mines or other 
obstructions to navigation, as she could 
destroy them readily. It is my opinion 
that there is no question that the sub- 
marine boat has come to stay, and that 
such boats must be reckoned on in fu- 
ture naval warfare.” 

The final preparations for the depart- 
ure of the Holland for Washington

the boat will arrive at Washington 
shortly after Congress convenes.

A New American System. 


MILWAUKEE, (Wis.,) Nov. 22.—A 
successful public test of wireless teleg- 
raphy under the Johnston-Fortier sys- 
tem was given tonight. Messages were 
sent 150 feet and through half a dozen 
partitions in a leading hotel. The ap- 
paratus used in the sending and re- 
ceiving of messages consists of the 
ordinary key and sounder in connection 
with an induction or spark coil. 

The system is altogether’ different 
from Marconi’s invention. Prof. War- 
ren S. Johnston and Charles L. Fortier 
claim for their invention that messages 
can be transmitted almost any distance 
at the rate of ten or twelve words a 
minute. The distance which a mes- 
sage may be sent is regulated by the 
size of the induction of the sparking 
coil. The characters transmitted can 
be recorded as well as read by sound. 
Pending the issuance of patents, the 
secrets of the system are withheld.

THE DEEP MYSTERY STILL RE- 
MAINS UNSOLVED. 

Although the wires are being kept 
hot with messages concerning the 
Wolfsohn mystery, it is still an un- 
solved question whether Aaron Wolf- 
sohn occupies a suicide’s grave in 
Evergreen Cemetery, or is sloshing 
around in the flesh and keeping his 
relatives out-of the insurance money 
which they were about to lay hands 
upon. 

Insurance Agent S. A. D. Jones still 


TRAINOR IN: TROUBLE. 


BATTERED HIS MISTRESS, GOT 
SHOT AT, ‘AND ARRESTED. 
Jack Trainor, a notorious character, 
who is well known in police circles, 
was seized with an uncontrollable de- 
sire last night to smash things. The 
impulse was irresistible. Something 
had to be smashed, because Jack felt 
that way, and the most convenient ob- 
ject upon which to vent his uncorked 
cussedness happened to be the face of 

Sadie Green, his mistress. 

The pair began quarreling on Com- 
mercial street about. 8:30 o'clock, and 
kept it up after they entered the “Re- 
member the Maine” saloon at the cor- 
ner of Plaza and Los Angeles streets, 
the old engine-house site of Company 
No. 3. 

Trainor battered the woman's face, 
and Charles McNamara, the barkeeper, 
went to her assistance. It is said that 
Trainor pulled a gun on the bar-, 
keeper, and that the latter, in self-| 
defense, also pulled a weapon. At any 
rate, McNamara took a shot at Trainor 
and the latter suddenly remembered 
that he wanted to see a man. He flew 
out the front door and made tracks 
through the mud to River Station, 
where he was captured by Officer Fow- 
ler and Sergt. Berg as he was prepar- 
ing to board a north-bound train. He 
was locked up in the City Jail on a 
charge of disturbing the peace, and 
McNamara was arrested on a charge 
of assault with a deadly weapon, 

Trainor, who bears an unsavory rep- 
utation as a tough citizen, has served 
time in the City Jail on several occa- 
sions. He was once grrested at the 
instance of the humane officer for cru- 
elty to the little son of the Green 
woman, with whom he lives. On an- 
other occasion he was arrested by De- 
tective Hawley’ for somwné offense. Haw- 
ley took his prisoner into the drug 
store opposite the Pico House to tele- 
phone for the patrol wagon. He made 
a fight, and during the melée consid: 
erable stock was destroyed. Trainor, 
who is a large, powerful fellow, finally 
escaped from the officer, but not be- 
fore the greater part of his clothes had 
been torn from his body. 


RECEIVING H HOSPITAL. 


A BOY’S HAND MANGLED IN A 
PRINTING PRESS. 

Lloyd Keiser of Pasadena, 9 years 
old, was investigating the mysteries of 
the art preservative in a South Broad- 
way printing office yesterday morning, 
when he got his left hand caught in 
the cogs of a press. The thumb, first 
and second fingers were severed, and 
the other fingers badly mangled. Po- 
lice Surgeon Hagan attended him, and 
he was sent home. 

George Goodman was sent in about 
noon to have a damaged finger dressed. 
His right hand was caught in a hair- 
cleaning machine, the first finger being 
painfully mangled. 

Clair Smith was injured yesterday 
afternoon at the junction of Main and 
Spring streets. 
wagon of the City Package and Deliv- 
ery Company. The horse shied, caus- 
ing the vehicle to strike a car. Smith 
was thrown out, and received a wound 
two inches long on the back of his 
head. 

William Gamble, an employé of the 
Kerckhoff-Cuzner Mill Co., went to the 
hospital late yesterday afternoon. 
While operating a planer his left hand 


he made no mistake when he identi- 
fied the suicide of July 30 as the rib- 
bon drummer for whom he wrote a 
$10,000 life-insurance policy last spring. 

*“T am so thoroughly convinced that 
Aaron Wolfsohn is dead,’ said Mr. 
Jones last night, ‘‘that I would have to 
meet him face to face before I could 
believe otherwise. The dispatches from 
Chicago and St. Louis, telling about 
Wolfsohn having turned up alive and 
revealed himself to his relatives are 
incomprehensfble to me. The story 
about his visit to his uncle in Chicago 
sounds like a hoax, although, I con- 
fess, I do not see what motive any one 
could have for perpetrating . such a 
joke, unless it were to make trouble 
for the company which I represent, or 
for me personally.” 

Mr. Jones is of the opinion that the 
man who represented himself in Chi- 
cago as Aaron Wolfsohn is an im- 
poster, oy at least not the man of that 
name whom he insured. He gives a 
number of reasons which prove to his 
mind that the man who committed sui- 
cide here was rightly named Aaron 
Wolfsohn. Chief among these is the 
similarity between the handwriting of 
the. suicide, the signature to the note 
which Wolfsohn gave to Jones, and the 
signature appended to letters which 
are known to have been written by 
Aaron Wolfsohn to his St. Louis rela- 
tives, and which were forwarded to 
this city to aid in identification. The 
measurements of the dead man, taken 
by the police, and those taken of Wolf- 
sohn by the insurance medical exami- 
ner also correspond so nearly as to 
constitute proof, and a photograph for- 
warded from St. Louis added further 
confirmation. 

Undertaker Howry also. remains 
equally positive that the man whom 
Jones insured as Aaron Wolfsohn and 
the suicide were the same. He bases 
his belief more on the identification of 
two secret witnesses than on the proofs 
furnished by Agent Jones. Mr. Howry 
still refuses to divulge the name of 
the woman who defrayed the funeral 
expenses of the suicide, although he 
can not much longer keep the secret, 
which is bound to come out sooner or 
later.

ACCIDENTAL DEATH. 


NO BLAME ATTACHED TO THE 
RAILROAD EMPLOYEES. 


Mrs. Bessie Green, who was struck 


by a Terminal locomotive last Satur- 
day evening at the railroad crossing on 
Avenue 22, East Los Angeles, died at 
the County Hospital on Tuesday after- 
noon. The body was removed to R. 
L. Garrett’s undertaking parlors, 
where an inquest was held late. yester- 
day afternoon. 

The woman was returning to her 
home from a grocery store, and for 
some reason did not notice the approach 
of the train, although witnesses say 
that it was in plain sight for two blocks 
away. Joseph Green, the woman’s 
husband, who was returning from 
work, saw his wife’s danger, but was 
so paralyzed with horror that he was 
unable to utter a warning cry. She 
stepped directly in front of the locomo- 
tive, and when picked up was hurried 
to the Receiving Hospital. Her right 


arm and right pelvis were broken 
and her face was badly bruised. 
It was seen that her § injuries 
were serious, was not 


thought that they would result fatally, 
and after receiving temporary atten- 
tion she was sent to the County Hospi- 
tal. 

The attendants at the Receiving Hos: 
pital stated that the woman’s husband 
attached no blame to the railroad em- 
ployés, but at the inquest yesterday he 
said that he heard no warning bell or 
whistle from the approaching train, 
and thought that igGit had been stopped 
or slowed up when. the engineér first 
saw the woman the acc ident might 
have been averted. 

Other witnesses said- that the usual 
danger signals had been given, and 
that, in their ovinion, the accident was 
unavoidable. The woman was appar- 
ently oblivious to everything around 
her, and stepped in front of the loco- 
motive before the engineer became 
aware of her Intentions. 

A verdict of accidental death was 
rendered, no blame being attached to 
the railroad employés.

at great length, that President McKinlzy 
has been waging a war against the

the whole power of the nation to dis- 
credit and destroy the fundamental 
principle that governments derive their 
just power from the consent of the gov- 
erned;” that he “has waged an unjust 
war of conquest with the ayowed pur- 
pose of bringing to subjection an alien 
people who never recognized our author- 
in fact, our-unhappy contempo- 
rary demonstrates, at least to its own 
satisfaction, that the President is guilty 
of deen. dark, damnable treason, and 
that he is as many kinds of a bad man 
generally as it is possible to conceive. 
As the Herald is apparently joined to 


-its idols, it is perhaps a waste of time 


to attempt to disconnect it, but at the 
same time, we submit that it is taking 
a very harsh view of one of the most 
kindly, generous and patriotic men that 
ever filled the Executive chair at the 
White House. ; 

To begin with, it is quite clear that 
the Herald is continuing its practice of 
arguing from false premises. That pa- 
per assumes that Aguinaldo and his 
Tagal braves constitute “the people” of 
the Philippine Islands, overlooking the 
fact that they represent but a ridicu- 
lously small portion thereof; and over- 
looking the further fact that some of the 
other native tribes, the Macabebes, for 
instance, are fighting side by side with 
our troops, and assisting gallantly in 
chasing the young dictatorette into the 
last ditch. Aguinaldo and the Tagals no 
more represent the people of the Philip- 
pine Islands than Geronimo and his band 
of Apache cutthroats represent all the 
red men on the American continent. 
There are upward of fifty different 
tribes in the Philippine Islands, and the 
Tagals, of which Aguinaldo is a mem- 
ber, is but one of them. To concede that 
this one tribe of Filipinos should be per- 
mitted to overawe and enslave the peo-| 


of the’ other tribes is so ridiculous 


as to be outside the domain of discus- 
sion. 

We believe it to be the sentiment of 
a vast majority of the American people 
that President McKinley has taken no 
action in our new possessions, outside of 
the strict letter of duty. He could not 
at any time have surrendered that coun- 
try to Aguinaldo, removing our army 


and navy therefrom, and _-it cer- 
tainly was not his duty to 
patiently submit to the killing 


~~ of our soldiers by the Tagals without 


resisting with all the force at his com- 
mand, looking to the suppression of the 
insurrectionists and the restoration of 
peace and quietude in that portion of 
our national domain. The Times fur- 
ther believes that the American Congress 
will promptly confirm the action taken 
with respect to affairs in those posses- 
sions, and that when the next election 
day comes, the voters of the republic 
will give to the President a tremendous 
indorsement—an indorsement so over- 
whelming in sentiment that the present 
critics of the administration wil] be put 
to shame.

THE TROUBLE AT FORT RINGGOLD. 
Dispatches received thus far from the 
scene of action at Fort Ringgold, Rio 
Grande City, Tex., fail to convey full 
and definite information as to what the 
_trouble_is all about, how it originated, 
and who is to blame for it. In the ab- 
sence of such definite information, all 
fair-minded men must perforce withhold 
judgment as to the right and wrong of 
the matter at issue, whatever it may 
be. There is no occasion to jump to 
conclusions, and it would be manifestly 
ridiculous to @o so. There is a right 
side and a wrong side to most questions, 
and a thorough understanding of facts 
is generally sufficient to indicate, be- 
yond any possibility of doubt, where the 
wrong rests and where the right is to 
be found. In this affair,-it is not un- 
likely that a careful investigation may 
show that both sides to the controversy 
are partly right and partly wrong. 
But there is one phase of this mat- 
ter upon which there is scarcely room for 
any question of right or wrong to arise. 
It appears from the dispatches that for 
some reason or other, which is not clear, 
several hundred “citizens” made an or- 
ganized attack upon the fort, which was 
garrisoned by a company of United 
States troops. The fact that the troops 
garrisoning the fort were colored troops 
is of no consequence as regards’ the 
equities of the case, though it may have 
been, and apparently was, the cause of 
the disturbance. . Whether black. or 
white, brown or speckled, men who are 
in the service of their country as sol- 
diers are entitled to respect as such, for 
they represent the power and the maj- 
esty. and the authority of the govern- 
ment of the United States. In firing 
upon these colored soldiers, the alleged 
“citizens” of Rio Grande City were 
guilty of firing upon the flag of their 
country. It was as plainly an attack 
upon the flag as was the rash firing 
upon Fort Sumter, which inaugurated 
the great civil war. This little affair 
at Fort Ringgold is not likely to have 
ahy very far-reaching effects; but the 
principle involved appears to be in some 
respects analogous to the attack on 
Sumter; and the men who attacked the 


Fort Ringgold garrison have placed 
themselves in the position of armed 
rebels. 


All this is quite aside from the ques- 
tion of the provocation, or the supposed 
provocation, which these citizens had. 
No matter what might have been their 
grievance against the colored soldiers, 
they were not justified in attacking them 
by force of arms. If the soldiers, or anys 
one of them, had been guilty of unbe— 
coming conduct, it would have been an 
easy matter to bring the offenders, or 
the offender, to justice. Our military 
authorities are properly very punctilious 
in enforcing discipline and soldierly con- 
duct among the men engaged in the 
service, from the highest) officers down 
to the last private. If there had been 
any wrongdoing on the part of the sol- 
diers at Fort Ringgold, it should have 
been reported to the proper military au- 
thorities, when prompt investigation and 
swift punishment would have followed. 
Instead, we have had, it seems, a fool- 
ish resort to force on the part of these 
mistaken “citizens.” This force must 
of course be met with force, to what- 
ever extent may be necessary in order 
to overcome it; for the sovereign author- 
ity of the United States government 
must be maintained at all hazards wher- 
ever it has been proclaimed. It is to 
be hoped that this tempest will end 


where it_began, in the Rio Grande tea-’ 


pot. But there is a principle at stake 
in this matter, which must be main- 
tained at any cost, though it should re- 
quire the entire power of the govern- 
ment to maintain it.

EMPEROR WILLIAM IN ENGLAND. 

Although the German newspapers in- 
sist that the visit of Emperer William 
to England at this time is utterly with- 


a disinterested observer that it 
is ‘not so. On contrary, 
in the very nature of things, it 


has a deep moral, if not political, sig- 
nificance; and it would have this signif- 
icance, even though the Emperor’s jour- 
ney to Windsor were nothing more, as 
the Berlin papers claim, than a family 
visit. Circumstances alter cases. 

The mere fact that-the Emperor of 
Germany visits England at the present 
time is in itself significant, because of 
the fact that the government of Great 
Britain is at this moment engaged in 
a serious war in South Africa, against 
a foe with whom the Emperor and most 
of his subjects are supposed to sym- 
pathize. The short but crisp letter 
which the Emperor wrote at the time 
of the Jameson raid, expressing unmis- 
takable sympathy for Kruger and his 
government, is well remembered. If 
Emperor William still entertained the 
views which he is known to have held 
formerly, in relation to the British po- 
sition in South Africa, he would not 
now be visiting the Queen and enjoying 
the unbounded hospitality of the Eng- 
lish people. He would at least choose, 
for making family calls, a time when 
his relations were not busily engaged 
in fighting. 

A significant feature of the Emperor’s 
visit to England is the unbounded cor- 
diality with which he has been received 
everywhere. Not alone in official gov- 
ernment circles has this cordial spirit 
been manifested, but in all public places 
where the Emperor and his suite have 
appeared, the English people have shown 
unusual réspect rset cordiality. It is 
perhaps no more than natural that Eng- 
lishmen, in the present emergency, 
should be more than ordinarily anxious 
to show their appreciation of the good 
will of those whom they esteem as 
friends, or know tobe such. England 
is not in a position to throw away, 
wantonly, any of the friends she may 
have, nor to let slip any reasonable op- 
portunity to make new friends. But 
in paying tribute to the Emperor of 
Germany, the English people are pretty 
sure of their ground; for he has given 
unmistakable assurances, in several re- 
cent utterances, not only of strict neu- 
trality, as regards the Transvaal strug- 
gle, but of sympathy, more or less pro- 
nounced, with English aspirations and 
achievements in other parts of the world. 
The recent “rapprochement” in regard 
to Samoa, by which Great Britain vir- 
tually agreed to withdraw from the isl- 
ands, is not without significance as in- 
dicating a much more thorough and 
amicable understanding than has for- 
merly existed between England and 
Germany. The facts above cited, with 
others too numerous for recapitulation, 
lead almost inevitably to the conclusion 
that the two governments have arrived 
at some sort of an understanding—ten- 
tative, at least—as to the course to be 
pursued in China, and in the Orient gen- 
erally. Such on understanding, however, 
would hardly be entered into unreserv- 
edly by either nation, without careful 
consideration of that all-important fac- 
tor, the attitude of the United States. 
It may be set down as certain that not 
only England and Germany, but all 
other nations, will be slow to take any 
very important steps in this direction 
ur government. Herein lies our unprec- 

ented opportunity.

Destruction of “Deadwood.” 

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 21.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] In: a_ recent 
number of your paper is published an 
article relative to the destruction, or 
sale, or débris and fallen timber in 
our mountain regervations. The same 
subject was discussed at the recent 
water convention, and was accepted as 
practicable, the sum realized from the 
sales of such ‘“‘deadwood” to be ex- 
pended in the interest of water conser- 
vation. 

Theoretically, the scheme proposed 
should be valuable in some localities, 
as a means of removing a threatening 
danger to the standing growths, and, 
incidentally, in its financial assistance 
to the work of water protection and 
conservation. But, while such methods 
may be of value where the timber 
reaches considerable size, and the for- 
est cover embraces great areas of land, 
it is not so practicable in Southern 
California, where the forest conditions 
are so dissimilar. 


test in the Pine Mountain Reservation 
last year, and, for a number of reasons, 
was abandoned. The principal reason 
for this was the condition of the fallen 
wood. The trees were isolated, and, in 
most instances, “long-fallen,’’ being of 
little value either as logs or for fire 
wood, consequently could not be sold, 
and the difficulty experienced in gath- 
ering the few sound ones soon pre- 
vented their removal at no cost except 
the trouble of removal. 

The scheme of gathering and burning 
this débris was next adopted, and a 
considerable area was cleaned up in 
this manner. During the following win- 
ter or rain season, the conditions were 
carefully studied in both the cleared 
and uncleared districts. It.was seen 
that where the débris remainéd, enough 
moisture was collected and retained to 
maintain a substantial growth of vege- 
tation during the following summer, 
proving the presence of water in the 
soil. While where previously the same 
conditions were presented, the soil, in 
the absence of débris, which had been 
collected and burned, was deprived of 
its usual covering, the growth of trees 
being insufficient to thoroughly cover 
and protect the ground, it soon became 
dry and incapable of sustaining plant 
growth, and the vegetation readily suc- 
cumbed to the dry summer heat. 

It would seem, then, in a locality com- 
paratively devoid of timber, that all 
débris should be allowed to accumulate 
and form a mold, or covering, to the 
soil, protecting and fostering the mols- 
ture in the soil, and retarding the de- 
scent of rains and melted snow from 
the. mountains, and consequently gath- 
ering a renewed amount of water for 
future use.

NEW JAMAICAN TREATY.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 
DISCUSSES ADOPTION OF SOME 
NEW REGULATIONS. 

The City Board of Education met in 
special session last evening for a ‘‘gen- 
eral discussion of subjects which should 
be incorporated into the rules of the 
board,” and a number -of-suggestions 
were made which will be acted upon 

at a future meeting. 

The flag-raising ceremony came up 
for discussion, when President Davis 
suggested a rule requiring that it be 
insisted upon at each school. He said 
that, at a number of schools, the prac- 
tice had ceased for various reasons. 
Horton said he understood that the 
daily repetition of the ceremony was 
becoming tiresome to many of the pu- 
pils and he thought the good effect 
was being lost. He asserted a weekly 
or a monthly observance would accom-- 
plish more good. 

It seemed to be the opinion of the 
board that there was no lack of patriot- 
ism in the _ schools, but that some 
change in the present daily programme 
would have good results. As the mat- 
ter is now being considered by the 
principals, their report will be acted 
upon.

The Chicago firm of Neuhall & Sons 


‘will build a mammoth packing-house 


at Tulare, in the county of that name. 
It is also announced that the same firm 
will shortly erect two other packing- 
houses—in this city and Stockton. 


San Bernardino proposes to do some- 
thing else with tramps and hobos be- 
gides feeding and lodging them in idle- 
ness. They will be placed at work on 
a rock pile in the County Jail yard, un- 
der the supervision of two deputy sher- 
iffs, who will see that they don’t spend 
all their time in smoking and swapping 
lies. Bully! 


A man owning a piece of land near 
Stockton has succeeded in producing a 
crop of the Mexican ‘coffee bean,” 
which is extensively used in the adul- 
teration of coffee in hotels and res- 
taurants. If the cultivation of that 
bean should become general in Califor- 
nia, the man who goes out for a 15-cent 
meal will have ‘‘grounds’” ¢for com- 
plaint. 


It is stated that the Santa Fé road 
will run a transfer ferryboat between 
Port Richmond, in Contra Costa 
county, and Tiburon, the terminus of 
the North Pacific Coast road, thus en- 
abling cars with merchandise from the 
East to go straight through to Ukiah 
and way points without unloading their 
‘contents. That is a step in the right 
direction. 


The little railroad town of Tulare, on 
the main line of the Southern Pacific 
system, evidently has no banks, for 
there are none advertised in the local 
paper, and the Register says that lots 
of people go to that postoffice and buy 
money orders made payable to them- 
selves. That is one way of abolishing 
poverty that must have entirely es- 
caped the vigilance of the late Henry 
George. 


The appraisers of the estate of the 
late Lloyd Tevis of San Francisco find 
his estate to be worth a total of $7,873,- 
632, of which $8,000,000 is in pastoral 
and agricultural lands in Kern county. 
Mr. Tevis came to this State a poor 
_ young lawyer, and made his money by 
not being overanxious to invest ‘his 
earnings. When he saw a really good 
thing, he put all his spare capital into 
it, with the results above shown. 


It is stated that the San Francisco 
Savings Union is preparing to sell the 
Chino ranch under the deed of trust 
which amounts, 
principal and interest together, 
about $400,000. The owner of that 
property,- Richard Gird, estimated its 
value at $2,500,000; and as there are 
nearly forty thousand acres in all, 
it should realize somewhere near $50 per 
acre, if cut up into small parcels and 
sold out in that way to men of limited 
means. The Pomona Times says: “It 
staggers belief that such a property 
should be frittered away by a man who 
had no bad habits, unless toying with 
fast horses may be termed one; 
even in this respect he cut a small 
figure with men like Baldwin and 
others” But that paper does not seem 
to recollect that Mr. Gird had min- 
ing experiments ail over the Coast, 
none of which proved anything like his 
Tombstone venture, the profits of which 
purchased the Chino ranch.- Such 
mines as do not pay dividends eat up 
. ranches quicker than do fast horses, 
which is saying a good deal.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


| PLANS FOR A NATIONAL ARBORE- 


TUM DISCUSSED. 

At the regular weekly session of the 
board of directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday afternoon, Ab- 
bot Kinney and Cc. T. Campbell- 


|} Johnston presented a communication 


urging immediate action on the part 
of all municipal bodies to secure 4 
national aboretum for Los Angeles. 
The communication recites the many 
advantages that would accrue to this 
section if a botanical garden, supplied 
with rare plants by the government, 
should be established in Griffith Park 
or in some other neighboring locality. 
Bulbs could be grown for the eastern 
markets; a market for cut-flowers 
might be opened up; tourists would be 
induced to spend more time in the 
section, and the city would gradually 
cultivate many rare plants that are 
never seen in other parts of the coun- 
try 

The communication states that Wal- 
ter T. Swingle., agricultural explorer 
for the botanical section of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, who was re- 
cently in the city, has given assurance 
that the government will send a num- 
ber of experts to this section in case 
it is decided to establish an aboretum 
in this section. The only .condition 
that the government exacts in return 
for furnishing rare plants from all 
over the world is that the progress of 
théir growth be noted -and—reperted 
once each year to Washington. 

The Chamber of Commerce appointed 
a committee of three to investigate the 
matter, and to further the jnterests of 
the proposed botanical garden. 

The Committee on Transportation, 
through its chairman, Ferd K. Rule, 
reported in the matter of the protest 
against the minimum carload rate of 
26,000 pounds, submitted to the board 
at its last meeting by the Southern 
California Fruit Exchange, that a let- 
ter had been addressed to each of the 
transcontinental lines centering here, 
protesting against the increase of the 
minimum rate. 

Director Rule also reported in behalf 
of the committee having in charge 
the reception to Gen. Miles, stating 
that the general expressed himself well 
pleased with the courtesies shown him 
during his stay in Los Angeles. 

A communication was read from the 
Tournament of Roses Association, in- 
viting the board to participate at the 
yearly carnival to be held in Pasa- 
dena January 1. The invitation was 
accepted, and the board will endeavor 
to attend in a body. 

Resolutions were‘adopted calling on 
the government to proceed to estab- 
lish harbor lines along all parts of the 
inner harbor at San Pedro and Wil- 
mington, where lines are not now es- 
tablished, at as early a‘date as prac-.

The old Board of Police Commission- 
ers held tenethy executive session 
at the City Hall yesterday afternoon.

Ira J. Francis was elected City 
Flectrician and placed at the head 
of the new Electrical Department re- 
cently established by the Council.

{AT THE CITY HALL] | 
EXECUTIVE SESSION. 


DE FACTO BOARD HOLDS A SPECIAL 
MEETING. 


The Old Board of Police Commis- 
sioners Spends an Hour and a Half 
in Solemn Conclave “at the City 
*. Hall—Ira J. Francis Elected City 
Electrician—Cannon Shipped. 


The de facto Board of Police Com- 
missioners retired yesterday upon their 
-pecond line of intrenchments and re- 
sumed their favorite pastime of pro- 
viding for the disposition of business 
in executive session. For over an hour 
and a half yesterday the board re- 
fused to allow its light to shine, and 
not oniy hid i¢ beneath a basket, but 
bottled its effulgence safely and se- 
curely within the confines of the sanc- 
tum sanctorum at the Mayor’s office. 
The occasion was a special session 
of the de facto board, which Was called 
slightly after noon by the Mayor. The 
time set was 2 o'clock. At that time 
Commissioners Goss and Pascoe ap- 
peared on the scene and were quickly 
swallowed up behind:the portals of the 
inner office. Nothing whatever was 
heard from the board for nearly an 
hour. At the end of this time, George 
Trowbridge, the Mayor's clerk emerged 
and vouchsafed the information that 
the board was waiting for somebody 
who was to appear presently. About 
fifteen minutes later Officer Fowler 
came in and for a short time was 
closeted with the commission. Pres- 
+ently the officer came out. of the office 
and left the hall after which there 
was another period during which si- 
lence reigned in the outer office. 

At about 3:30 o'clock the Mayor 
emerged from his private office closely 
followed by Commissioners Goss and 
Pascoe. The Mayor took his accus- 
tomed seat at the head of ‘the table 
about which the commissioners sit, 

nd with a sweeping smile announced 


that the commission was ready to 
transact business. Something was ex- 


pected to happen, but it didn’t. The 
clerk read two communications from 
H. L. White, a mounted officer in the 
department; the first asking that he 
be given a thirty days” leave of ab- 
sence, and the second presenting his 
resignation as a police officer. On mo- 
tion of Commissioner Pascoe the resig- 
nation was accepted. The reasons al- 
leged in the communication were that 
White was obliged to leave for Chicago 
on business. The Mayor said that as 
far as he was aware,.the resignation 
had nothing to do with the recent trou- 
bles in the police department, and that 
the officer left because he chose to 
do so. 
The board then decided to ask the 
Police Surgeon for a certificate in re- 
gard to the condition of Policeman 
Stephenson, after which the commis- 
sion adjourned subject to the call of 
the Mayor. 
It is understood that the real purpose 
of the meeting was to notify Officer 
Gridley that it was the intention of 
the commission to dismiss him from 
the service, owing to the wording of 
his resignation. which was sent to the 
Mayor on Tuesday. It is more than 
probable that some action with refer- 
ence to the matter was decided upon 
in the executive session. It is also 
believed that the commission intends 
to take some action on the refusal of 
Sergt. Roberts to continue at work. 
Friends of the new commission were 
loud in their denunciation of the con- 
duct of the de facto board in deciding 
to dismiss Roberts on the grounds al- 
leged in Mrs. Ryan’s lette It was 
asserted that the woman aes not a 
responsible party, and that no weight 
should attach to her statements in any 
Case. It was pointed out that the 
- Jetter referred to had been in posses- 
sion of the Chief for several weeks, and 
that if the allegdtions were believed 
to be true, Roberts should have been 
tried long before; that since the Chief 
had been in possession of the letter 
he had recommended that Roberts be 
appointed a sargeant, while if the 
contents of the letter were \founded 
in fact he should have been summarily 
dismissed. A point was also made of 
the fact that the Chief had asserted 
that Officer Gridley had not worked as 
he should have done for months, yet 
he had retained him on the force and 
had not made any mention of the of- 
ficer’s shortcomings to the Police Com- 
mission. 

It is believed that in the course of 
a*day or two the de facto board of 
commissioners will take some action 
even more surprising in its nature than 
those which have caused so much com- 
ment during the last few days. Sev- 
eral lawyers were in the Mayor's 
vate office last night long after the 
usual time when the Mayor usually 
leaves the City Hall. Among them 
were .representatives of at least one

FIRE COMMISSION. 

CITY ELECTRICIAN ELECTED. 

In accordance with the electrical or- 
dinance recently approved by the 
Mayor, the Fire Commission vesterday 
elected a City Electrician, in whose 
hands the care of all the electrical 
work of the city will be placed. Ira J. 
Francis, who for nearly five years has 
served as electrician of the fire de- 
partment, was chosen to take charge of 
the new department. Commissioner 
Kuhrts placed Mr, Francis in nomina- 
tion, and in the course of his remarks 
referred to the efficient service which 
that gentleman had rendered the city 
in the position which he has heretofore 
held. 

“IT believe that our electrician is giv- 
ing good satisfaction at the present 
time,” said the commissioner, ‘‘and I 
see no reason why we should not re- 
ward his faithful service by making 
him City Electrician. He has perfected 
the old fire-alarm system and installed 
a new one, and his work has been most 
satisfactory.” 

Mr. Francis received the unanimous 
vote—of the beard,and inthe few—re- 
marks of acceptance with which he as- 
sumed the duties of the new office took 
occasion to refer to the harmonious 
and pleasing relations which had al- 
Ways existed between himself and 
Fire: Chief Moore. He thanked that 
official for his kindness and courtesy 
during the time that he had been di- 
rectly under him, and also thanked the 
commissioners for their kindness. 

In view of the fact that the new de- 
partment will be very closely associ- 
ated with the police and. fire depart- 
ments, Mr. Francis asked the board to 
take some action defining his position 
with reference to them. 
' The ordinance under which Mr. 
Francis, was elected City Electrician 
was prepared by the Building Commis- 
sion, and passed by the Council three 
weeks ago. It provides that a City 
Electrician shall be elected to have full 
charge of all the electric wiring and 
appliances on .the streets and in the 
buildings of the city, at a salary of 
$1800 per year; that he shall have an 
assistant, to be known as an inspector 
of wiring, who is to receive out of the 
sums collected from inspections of wir- 
ing, a salary of $1080 per annum. 

An ordinance regulating the sums 
that may be charged for inspections of 
wiring, and establishing some general 
regulations in regard to the use of elec- 
trical appliances in the city, has also 
passed the Council and been approved 
by the Mayor. 

Mr. Francis will file the necessary 
bond of.$1000 required of the City 
Electrician, and will enter upon his 
new duties December 1. After that. 
time the present method of. inspections 
by local electrical companies will be 
done away with. 

DR. HITT’S BILL. 

Dr. Merritt Hitt appeared before the 
Fire Commission yesterday and again 
urged that he ‘be paid $100 for profes- 
sional services rendered John Strohm, a 
fireman, who was injured last Janu- 
ary while going toa fire. Dr. Hitt says 
that he understood that he was em- 

loyed by Assistant Chief Smith, but 

Ir. Smith denies that such was the 
case. Police Surgeon Hagan says that 
he does not know what may have been 
said about the matter, as he could not 
be reached when the man was hurt, and 
Dr. Hitt was first on the scene. Sub- 
sequently a conversation was held be- 
tween Tom Strohm, the  fireman’s 
brother, Assistant Chief Smith and him- 


was very serious, and the man might 
lose his leg. Smith told him to take 
every care of the man, as the pension 
fund was back of the matter, and the 
expenses would be paid by the city. »« 

Dr. Hagan and Dr. Hitt interpreted 
this remark in a different way than did 
the Assistant Chief and concluded that 
they were empowered to go ahead and 
give him all possible medical assist- 
ance. Smith says he meant that they 
were to see that the injured fireman wag’ 
placed in a good hospital. Dr. Hagan 
put in a bill for $250, which he withdrew 
as soon as he discovered that an amend- 
ment to the city ordinance establishing 
the position of Police Surgeon requimd 
him to attend to injured firemen. Dr. 
Hitt at the same time presented a bill 
for $100. Two weeks ago the commis- 
sion voted to allow Dr. Hitt $25, but 
this was not satisfactory, and the mat- 
ter has been held in abeyance. 

Commissioner Kuhrts was in favor of 
paying the physician at least $75 for 
his services, and pointed out the fact 
that the Police Surgeon could not be 
obtained at once; that Dr. Hitt was 
present and attended to the Injured 
man, and that if the commission shoulda 
refuse to pay Dr. Hitt, other physicians 
would not wish to volunteer their serv- 
ices for injured firemen. At the re- 
quest of Commissioner Mathuss the 
bill was laid over for another week. 

PROMOTIONS AND TRANSFERS. 

A number of promotions and transfers 
reported yesterday by Fire Chief Moore 
were approved by the board. They were 
as follows: B. M. Trowbridge, driver 
of engine No. 4, transferred to engine 
No. 5; T. J. McGinley, driver engine 
No. 5, transferred to engine No. 4; J. 
G. Todd, driver hose cart No. 5, derated 
at his own request to permament fire- 
man and assigned to engine No. 3; S. 
Quierolo, tillerman engine No. 3, pro- 
moted to hose cart driver engine No. 5; 
Charles Belzer, permanent fireman en- 
gine No. 3, promoted to tillerman en- 
gine No. 3: George Vail, hoseman en- 
gine No. 3, transferred and assigned 
as driver of supply wagon in place of 
Olpherts, dismissed for not paying his 
bills. 

MISCELLANEOUS ITEMS. 

The total number of fire alarms for 
the week amounted to five calls upon 
the department. Two were false alarms 
and one was for a2 smal! blaze in a 
brush pile. The heaviest loss reported 
was sustained vy the Black Diamond 
Supply Company in the loss’ of a ware- 
house at San Fernando vnd College 
streets. Murray & ULandgen were the 
proprietors. The total loss is estimated 
at $15,000. The remaining alarm was 
occasioned by a blaze in a hay shed, 
the loss from which was estimated at 
$350.

| Street Work Held Up. 


The Street Superintendent has thus 
far refused to accept the work done 
by L.° McCombs for the improve- 
ment of Ceresavenue between Sixth and 
Seventh streets. The cement work on 
the street did not harden properly and 
numerous breaks were made in the 
curb and sidewalks by pedestrians. The 
Street Superintendent says that he is 
certain that the required material was 
used on-the street and that it was 
done according to contract, but that 
he cannot accept the street until the 
eurb has been repaired and the side- 
walk gives proof of having become suf- 
ficiently hard. The cement company 
has begun work to put the street in 
proper shape and when this is done 
the Street Suferintendent will accept 
— and the warrant will be is- 
sued. 


Heavy Apportionments. 

The heaviest apportionments made 
since tax collecting began have been 
made this weeks On Monday $30,000 
was apportioned from the taxes of 
the old city and $5000 from the annex 
of 1896. Yesterday an apportionment 
of $30,000 was made. Another heavy 
apportionment will be made tomorrow, 
and by the end of the week it is 
thought all the funds will have a bal- 
ance to their credit. It is about six 
months since the cash and other im- 
portant funds began to run behind. 
Tax collections yesterday amounted to 
about $20,000. 


Pelican for the Park. 

The latest addition to the collection 
of birds and animals in the city parks 
is a large pelican measuring about 
eight feet from tip to tip of its wings, 
The bird is nearly white in color and 
is equipped with a huge yellow beak 
about eighteen inches in length. The 
bird was captured near the head- 
waters of the Los Angeles River and 
is supposed to have become exhausted 
in a long overland journey and to have 
settled down in the river for a rest. 
The man who captured it offered it to 
Park Supegintendent Garey for $25, 
but finally sold it for $5. The bird was 
placed in Westlake Park. Between the 
seals and the pelican the Park Commis- 
sioners confidently expect that there 
will soon be a dearth of f£:h on the 
market.

CHAUDEFOSSE MURDER TRIAL. 


THE CORONER TELLS WHY HE DE- 
STROYED EVIDENCE. 


An Eyewitness to Many of the In- © 
cidents of the Killing Relates Them 
to the Court in an Irritable Manner. 
The Slayer’s Hostile Attitude To- 
ward the Dead Man. 


The Chaudefosse murder trial is, per- 
haps, half through. The accused man, 
whose life is hanging on the thread of 
a jury’s verdict, sat all day yesterday 
With the same untiring interest 4n 
every proceeding about him, and the 
Same sort of a hopeful cast of counte- 
nance that he might wear on any other 
occasion than when he is being tried 
for his life. : 

Whether or not the little old Basque 
is sent to the gallows is a matter that 
is concerning very few people; hardly 
& spectator dropped in to the trial all 
day yesterday. The witnesses are all 
excluded from the#eourtroom, and De- 
partmeft One had more the appearance 
of a court where an appeal Chinese 
lottery case was being argued than 
where a murder trial is being con- 
ducted. 

The first witness on the stand in the 
morning was Coroner Holland, who 
was recalled to complete his cross-ex: 
amination begun the afternoon before. 
He related no new features in the case. 

When he arrived in Dead Man’s 
Canon on the morning following the 
shooting, he found the body of Jean 
Delbasty, the murdered man, lying face 
down underneath a rude awning that 
had been spread over four sticks driven 
into the ground, to keep the rays of 
the sun from the lifeless carcass. The 
shot from Chaudefosse’s gun had taken 
effect in the leg, high up on the in- 
side, scooping out flesh the size of 
two half-closed hands and carrying 
away several inches of the femoral 
artery. Delbasty bled to death. 

Dr. Holland arrived on the scene 
of the killing in company with. the 
dead man’s wife and daughter. Near 
the body he found a double-barreled 
shotgun, one of the loads having been 
As soon as he spotted the

Suddenly everything outside quieted 
down. For a long time stillness 
reigned. 

Then Cugnier heard Chaudefosse say: 
“There now; you’ve got enough, you 
dirtv beast.’’ 

Shortly afterward, Chaudefosse 
slipped around to the back door, and 
found Cugnier. ‘‘He’s dead!’”’ he whis- 
pered in a coarse voice, that weuld 
freeze warm plood in a moment. . 

“Who's dead?” asked Cugnier 
startled. 

“Delbasty,” replied Chaudefosse. 

Then Cugnier ran out into the yard, 
saw the dead man lying there, and 
went to alarm the neighborhood... 

Cugnier greatly amused the court, 
jury and everybody else yesterday 
afternoon, by his quick, hot-tempered 
answers. Whenever cornered on cross- 
examination he would get furious and 
look ferocious enough to eat up bodily 
a whole kit of judiciaries. 

After Cugnier had _ testified, wit- 
nesses were then put upon the stand, 
who heard the defendant say terrible 
things about Delbasty, after the shoot- 
ing. They heard him call him a “dirty 
beast;” heard him say that “he ought 
to have done it long, long ago; _that 
“Delbasty got what he deserved. 

One witness saw defendant kick the 
dead man in the face several hours 
after the shooting, as the body lay out 
in the cold on the ground. 

The trial of the cause will be re- 
sumed this morning at 10 o'clock. 


GRAND JURY. 


The new grand jury was empaneled 
in Department One yesterday morning, 
and twenty-two of the thirty men 
drawn some time ago were selected. 
Three of the jurors were excused, 
leaving nineteen for service. Judge 
Smith then charged the jury about 
their duties, and they withdrew to their 
apartments on the fourth floor of the 
Courthouse to organize. The court ap- 
pointed E. C. Bachowski foreman, the 
other jurors being as follows: .

In making his charge Judge Smith 
explained that the prosecution of crim- 
inals is no longer an important part 
of a grand jury’s duty. Its chief work 
is to look into the conduct of public 
offices for evidences of corruption, to 
examine into the condition of the jails 
of the county, and into the cases of 
such prisoners as may be incarcerated 
without indictment, and to look into 
the state of the public finances. 

“T take it,” concluded court, 
to recommend that you keep a keen 
business edge on; that you attend 
strictly to business and when you get 
through to adjourn. speedily.

DROMGOLD DRUBBED. 


RIVAL SIGN-WRITERS COME TO 
BLOWS 


R. W. Dromgold, a sign-writer and 
Democratic politician, was assaulted by 
two rival sign-painters,- Albert M. 
Imelli and Otto Wieben, in front of the 
Byrne Block yesterday morning. Drom- 
gold was standing on the _ sidewalk 
talking with a friend, Mr. Hubbard, 
when Imelli left his work in the room 
being fitted up for H. F. Vollmer’s 
new store in the Byrne Block, and, 
walking up to Dromgold, said: “What 
do you mean by finding fault with 
our work?” 

Before Dromgold could reply Imelli 
struck him in the face with his fist, 
and followed it up with a rain of other 
blows directed at various portions of 
Dromgold’s, anatomy. Imelli is a very 
small man, and would. have been 
greatly out-classed had Dromgold been 
disposed to fight, but the latter deemed 
it beneath his dignity to strike an 
opponent as much his inferior in size, 
so he contented himself with warding 
off Imelli’s blows. 

Meantime a crowd collected around 
the combatants, and some one went to 


‘eall a policeman. Some one stepped 


between Imelli and Dromgold before 
an officer came and undertook to stop 
the fight, but at that juncture Otto 
Wieben, Imelli’s fellow-workman on 
the Vollmer job, came up and struck 
Dromgold in the face. It looked then 
as though Dromgold would have to 
take the offensive or submit to a 
sound thrashing, but the crowd inter- 
posed, and separated the combatants. 
Dromgold went to the Police Station 
to have his wounds dressed, and to 
swear out a warrant for the arrest of 
his assailants, while Imelli and Wieben 
returned to their. work. ; 
The two belligerent  sign-painters 
were arrested later in the day, and 
arraigned before Justice Austin on the 
charge of battery. Both pleaded 
guilty, and were fined $15 each, which 
they paid. | 
Dromgold ascribes the assault on him 
to professional jealousy. He had sub- 
mitted a bid on the Vollmer job, but 
Schroeder Bros. bid lower and got the 
contract. Imelli and Wieben, who 
are working for the Schroeders, ac- 
cuse Dromgold of standing around 
and criticising their work, and for that 
reason undertook to chastise him. 
‘Dromgold denies that he has meddled 


in their affairs, and declares he was 
not making remarks about their work 
when Imelli attacked him. 

- Wieben and Dromgold formerly were

TOUGH, A CONVICT 


She is Sentenced to the Penitentiary 
for Five Years on a Second 
Charge of Highway 
Robbery. 


New Town of Ray Putting on Border 


Airs—Mistrial of the Case of an 
Alleged Dishonest County 
Treasurer.

FLORENCE (Ariz.,) Nov. 19.—[Reg- 
wlar Correspondence.] Pearl Hart has 


graduated from the county jail to the | 


penitentiary. She was brought over 
from Tucson a week ago and has been 
the star attraction at this term of the 
District Court. She had lost something 
of her blustering manner and was 
perfectly willing to take any leniency 
that judge or jury might see fit to ex- 
tend her. Two indictments were 
found against her for highway rob- 
bery in the civil, and one, as well, was 
pending for interference ‘with the 
United States mails, to come before 
the United States grand jury Monday. 
She was indicted jointly with Joe Boot, 


the half-witted Frenchman who had 
accompanied her upon her now  no- 
torious expedition when she_ stopped 


the Globe stage near Riverside, and, 
at the point of a pistol, relieved its 
passengers of their wealth. Boot 
pleaded guilty very promptly and in 
due course was given three years in 


~the penitentiary. The first case tried 


against Pearl was that charging her of 
robbing Oscar J. Neil of $390. She was 
defended by Morrison & Griffin, who 
hung, logically, to the sympathy plea, 
telling how the poor, unfortunate wo- 
man only sought the paltry. shekels 
that would take her back to her dying 
mother in the far East. Pearl said a 
few words to the same effect herself, 
and the jury visibly melted. 

Pearl is not a handsome woman by 
any means. it is doubtful if she ever 
was handsome, despite Police Gazette 


reports. She’ is a low; besotted  in- 
dividual, still further degraded by the 
habitual use of morphine, foul- 


mouthed and coarse, so much unsexed 
' that when in her favorite male gar- 


ments she would readily pass for a 
very tough article of young cowboy. 
The jury, just the same, found her not 


guilty. Then Judge Doan took the cen- 
ter of the stage and proceeded to 
roast the sympathetic jury. He indi- 


cated that if their quality of mercy 
were not strained, it ought to be, and 
he fired the members of the panet for 
the rest of the term. 

The second trial was on the charge 
of robbing the stage driver, Henry 
B.ucon, of a revolver. Htiman 
passion could not stretch to both trials, 
so Pearl.was promptly convicted, was 
sentenced to five vears, and was for- 
warded to Yuma, to be the sole female 
occupant of the Territorial peniten- 
tiary. She has sworn to. take her life 
rather than go to Yuma, but when last 
seen on the train at Casa Grande she 
had imbibed comfort from a_ huge 
cigar and seemed quite jaunty at the 
prospect of long residence in the sum- 
mer resort by the Colorado. 

The new town of Ray has begun to 
show life and all the attributes of a 
southwestern mining camp... A_ large 
portion of the laboring population is 
of Mexican ancestry, many of them, 
no doubt, in this country through the 
watchfulness of Sonoran peace officers. 
Three or four frontier gambling sa- 
loons have been established, and the 
place has already given a lively tone 
to this usually peaceful county. Last 
pay day, the leading man in a spirited 
little drama was John Johnson of Mesa, 
a man of length and breadth, usually 
known as “Jumbo.” He is a butcher 
by profession, but was called in to 
assist four bartenders in their busy 
time, and incidentally to preserve or- 
der. Late at night, when knives be- 
gan to flourish, Johnson's real work 
began. With a revolver in each hand 
he started in to close the day’s busi- 
ness, herding the saloon’s patrons out 
of the door. He drove them out well 
enough, though they numbered fifty 
or more, but was indiscreet enough to 
follow them through the door. Then 
it was that he was fallen upon, and 
the only wonder is that he escaped with 
his life. His clothes were cut into rib- 
bons and both revolvers were wrested 
from him. Several knife wounds show 
how narrowly he escaped death. When 
the row was over, however, Johnson 
was on top with three new revolvers 
in his possession and a couple of 
knives. At last accounts he was do- 
{ing well, though his skull was nearly 
cracked from a fearful blew from a 
revolver butt. Another odd_ thing 
about the fracas is that, somehow, in 
the midst of it, Johnson managed to 
accumulate $6.80 that had not been in 
his possession before.

STOCKER PARTY SAFE: 

YUMA (Ariz.,) Nov. 19.—[Regular 
Correspondence:] The best news that 
has come to .Yuma-for. many: moons is 
that of the safety of Clo. Stocker and 
party, supposed to have been drowned 
in the Gulf of California. President 
Diaz had dispatched a gunboat to scour 
the shores of the gulf:for the missing 


men. They had managed to make the) 


shore with their provisions and water 
unharmed, and had coolly proceeded 
with the continuation of their survey, 
while their Los Angeles friends were 
fitting out relief expeditions. Capt. 
Smith and the relief party started on 
their wagon journey from Gila Bend, 
which is the nearest railroad point to 
San Jorges, but met the men they 
sought only a few miles from the sta- 
tion. The boat in which the men were 
blown out to sea was made in Needles 
a number of years ago by Mojave In- 
dians. It has been a sort of Jonah 
throughout its existence. It was made 
notable two years ago, when tthree 
men went down in the craft to Libertad 
and only one returned alive. The story 
of the man who returned was that a 
whale had struck the boat and had 
knocked his two comrades overboard. 
Though this very fishy story could not 
be disproved, it was generally believed 
that the fellow had murdered his two 
companions. This view was sustained 
a few months later by the discovery of 
the remains of one of the men, found 
buried in the sand of the sea beach. The 
storms on the gulf are such that even 
large craft hunt shelter when they 
arise, and the escape of the Stocker 
party is regarded as little short of mi- 
raculous. 

Last Saturday there mysteriously 
sailed from Yuma a little sloop, The 
Dream of Yuma, only twenty-four feet 
long, with a rating of five tons. For 
crew and passengers she had only one 
man, Capt. M. Y. Ransom of Ohio, a 
singularly reticent individua], who had 
built the boat himself in two months’ 
time, and who smilingly answered all 
inquiries as to his voyage that he pro- 
posed coasting down to the Straits of 
Magellan. 

A party of Californians, consisting of 
W. W. Martin of Sespe, L. O. Toland 
of Tustin, N. W. Blanchard of Santa 
Paula, P. T. Adams of Tustin, J. Hob- 
son and L. B. Hogue of Santa Paula, W 
Young of Fillmore, and H. W. Duncan 
of Los Angeles arrived last week in 
Yuma, and is now in the Cibola Valley 
north of this point. They are investi- 
gating a proposition to build. a new 
canal at the seat of the colony of 
which so much has been written. The 
canal built last year has been demon- 
strated a failure, for it furnished 
water only during the highest period 
of the Colorado’s flow. A new survey 
has been made and the California visit- 
ors will determine whether the cost of 
the undertaking wil) be repaid by the 
value of the holdings to be secured 
under the line of the new ditch. 

City Attorney Pearce Evans has re- 
turned from Los Angeles, where for 
two months he has been engaged in 
the construction of a water wheel of 
new pattern, with which he expects to 


lift a portion of the Colorado’s..yellow 


flood to the mesa line near Yuma at a 
minimum expense, for the wheel is to 
be propelled by the river's flow. 

Thirty miles north of the King of 
Arizona mine, coarse placer gold has 
been found in considerable quantity 
by J. M. Bumegarten. The only trou- 
ble is lack of water. AS a result of 
eighteen days’ run of the mill, a $24,009 
brick of gold was shipped last Satur- 
day from the King of Arizona mine.

Justice of the Peace, and Henry T. 
Dunn, Constable.

Sub-Treasury Purchases. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—The sub-treasury pur- 
chased bonds calling for the disbursement of 
$400,000 today. Of this amount $100,000 was paid 
for 5 per cent. bonds. Yesterday’s transactions 
on account of the bond purchases gave a debit 
balance against the sub-treasury of $2,050,714 at 
the clearinghouse today. This is the second 
largest debit balance that the sub-treasury has 
had since the bond purchases released some of 
the treasury cash in this city. Today’s pay- 
ments brings the sub-treasury bond disburse- 
ments to about $9,300,000. It was pointed out in 


- banking circles today that the financing of the 


city loan, requiring $5,060,900, caused stiffer 
rates for money today. City bonds have thirty 
years to run, paying 3%, per cent. interest, and 
cost but 196. Four-per-cent. government bonds 
redeemable under the treasury circular have 
only eight years_to.run_and bring 118; the 5 
per cent. mature in five years and sell for 111. 
For this reason it will be seen that a savings 
bank could easily afford to turn over its 4 and 
5 per cent. bonds to the government, investing 
the proceeds in long-term municipal securities 
at a profitable basis. A local savings institu- 
tion is said to have. secured most of the city 
bends. The proceeds of the sale will go to the 
regular municipal depositories.

DASTARDLY ASSAULT ON A YOUNG 
‘MARRIED WOMAN. 


She Was Held Up, Gagged and 
“ragged About, but Her Screams 
1d Struggles Saved Her—Annexa- 
n Sentiment in South Pasadena 
‘otting Hot—The Courts. 


TASADENA, Nov. 22.—[Regular Cor- 
1 spondence.] Mrs. H. C. Prinz of Ele- 
' Vado Drive, this city, has been in _ a 
physician's care today and in a state 
of extreme prostration, as a result of 
a villainous assault committed on her 
last evening, the news of which did 
not leak out till tonight, there being a 
disposition to hush the affair up on ac- 
count of its disagreeable nature. Mrs. 
Prinz is a young woman whose _ hus- 
band is employed at Jarvis’s studio. 
Early last evening she got off the Los 
_ Angeles electric.car at the corner of 
Fair Oaks avenue and Elevado Drive, 
to walk to her home. She had not 
gone far when a man rushed up be- 
hind her and grabbed her. He put 
his hand over her mouth and with an 
oath he said. “If you make a noise 
I'll kill you!"" Mrs. Prinz was terror- 
stricken, but struggled and screamed 
in spite of the threats of her assailant. 
He treated her very roughly and 
dragged her to the ground, while she 
fought as if for her life. His heavy 
hand over her mouth half-stifled her 
_cries, but she managed to make noise 
enough to give the wretch some con-. 
cern. Before he could carry out his 
designs, footsteps were heard approach- 
ing, whereupon he took to his heels and 
disappeared across a vacant lot, while 
Mrs. Prinz staggered home, half dead 
from fright and the effects of her strug- 
gles. There are circumstances which 
throw suspicion In a certain direction, 
although it would be hard to make out 
a case against anyone: 

ANNEXATION FIRES. 

The annexation fires in South Pasa- 
dena are getting hot. Rapid progress 
has been made by the movement dur- 
dng the past week. At a meeting of 
the prime-pushers, an executive com- 
mittee of three was appointed and these 
gentlemen have been chopping wood, 
fanning the blaze, talking with tax- 
payers and making preparations for a 
public meeting, which will be held in 
the near “future. The proposition is 
. to s@gregate the farming community 
_ in the southeast part of the town, so 
that the orchard and agricultural sec- 
tion will be left in the county organi- 
zation apart from any other, and. an- 
nex the rest of the city to Pasadena. 
The great cry of those opposed to an- 
nexation has been that the taxes would 
be increased; but the annexationists 
will be able to show, when the public 
meeting is held, that this is a delu- 
- sion. When the rates of valuation are 
taken into account, taxes are no higher 
in Pasadena than South Pasadena. The 
committee, indeed, has the figures to 
demonstrate that the Pasadena tax- 
payer gets more for every dollar he 
pays into the city treasury than the 
South Pasadena taxpayer gets, while 
the cost of running the municipal ma- 
chine is relatively higher in South 
Pasadena than in this city. 

The committee’s report will show that 
in the year 1898-99 the assesséd valuation 
of South Pasadena was $1,013,672, for 
municipal taxation, while that of this 
city was $8,161,016. The ratio was 8.54 
to 1; that is, Pasadena was assessed 
a little over eight times as high a 
South Pasadena. The ratio of the 
county assessment, however, was 12.87 
for this city to 1 for South Pasadena, 
the county assessor figuring the South 
Pasadena valuation much lower than 
her own officials did. To have been 
as low, relatively, as that of Pasadena, 
according to the county standard, the 
South Pasadena valuation should have 
been figured at $672,184, instead of a 
million, by the city assessor. By put- 
ting up the valuation, the tax rate per 
cent. was made to appear low, while 
the tax actually paid was high, the 
valuation being 50 per cent higher than 
it should have been. 

Coming to the matter of running ex- 
nenses, the committee shows that the 
total levy in Pasadena last ‘year, ex- 
clusive of the payments into sinking 


to contribute, if annexed,) 
was $70,938.83. If there be deducted 
from this sum the cost of the fire 
department and strect Hghts, luxuries 
which South Pasadena does without, 
the municipal expenses to be compared 
with those of South Pasadena, are 
$56,489 in this city. Those of South 
Pasadena are $5068, or one-eleventh as 
much. Pasadena has thirteen times 
as much taxable property as South 
Pasadena, according to the County As- 
sessor, and her comparative expenses 
should be thirteen times as much, 
whereas they are only eleven times as 
much. The committee figures that the 
cost of running the South Pasadena 


not have 


municipality about 18 cent. 
larger than that of running Pasadena, 
when the expenses of the same things | 
and departments are compared. They 
go through the various accounts, item 
by item, and prove that the cost of 
rentals, printing, library, ete., are pro- 
portionally greater in South Pasadena; 
that is, they are in excess of one-thir- 
teenth, the property ratio between the 
two cities. However, the great point 
made by the committee, is the advan- 
tages which would accrue to South 
Pasadena from sharing all the city 
advantages of Pasadena, such as lights, 
sewers, municipal water control and 
fire protection, which would come 
through annexation, with an increased 
value of property. They say Pasadena 
4s taking great strides in the way of 
progress now, and this is the time for 
South Pasadena to catch on. 

A number: of citizens of South Pasa- 
dena have been interviewed on the 
proposition. President George Wilson | 
of the Board of Trustees is not taking. 
any action, but “would I!ke to see 
nexation carry, if the people want it.’ | 
J. B. Soper said: “Our water interest. 
lie in the direction of annexation to 
Pasadena.” O. R. Dougherty would | 
prefer annexation to Los Angeles. | 
Councilman L. ©O. Atwood thinks an- | 
nexation would heip the water situa- | 
tion, but says Pasadena should first | 
show her deserts by putting forth more | 
efforts toward getting municipal con- ' 


__._-_trol_of_water. Principal W. B. French | 


of the South Pasadena schools says} 
that if annexation were brought about, | 
the South Pasadena schools would be} 
benefited. J.-C. Newton says, provided | 
the southeast portion of the town were 
left out, annexation would be a just 
and a good thing. Mr. Stokes says 
“amen” to that, and he believes the 
people annexed would get more for the 
taxes they pay than they get now. 
Messrs. West & Cone have a similar 
opinion. E. E. Barden, merchant, says 
all east of the arroyo should be an- 
nexed to Pasadena. Warren & Gra- 
ham, merchants, are not unfriendly 
to annexation. J. A. McKellop says 
that if taxes would not be increased 
very much, annexation should carry. 
W. H. Kilborn and Mr. Scharff, quite 
large property-holders, are in favor of 
annexation. 

J. A. Goodrich, Esq., who is greatly 
interested in the movement, says: “If 
we can get municipal ownership of 
water by joining with Pasadena, the | 


requisite vote for annexation can be| 


obtained in South Pasadena. The im- 
pression now prevails in South Pasa- 
dena that Pasadena is not proceeding 
with enough vigor in this direction and 
Pasadena should take pains to remove 
this impression. I find that South Pas- 
adena péople are nursing a delusion as 
to comparative taxation in the two 
cities. The fact is that the average of 
assessments is: very much higher in 
South Pasadena in proportion to the 
real valuation, than in Pasadena. The 
city assessments in South Pasadena 
have never been figured with a high de- 
gree of eQuality, and the taxpayers in 
the north part of the town are enjoy- 
ing a much lower assessment, compara- 
tively, than those in other sections of 
our city.” 

The South Pasadena postmaster says 
that if annexation should take place, 
a station would be established in Soutn 
Pasadena With the free delivery of mail, 
While the salary of the postmaster 
would be considerably reduced; but he 
would favor annexation if taxes would 
not be materially increased.

SAN PEDRO. 
BARGE DUMPED AT SEA. 
SAN PEDRO, Nov. 22.—[Regular 


Correspondence.] Barge No. 1 lost part 
of a load of breakwater rock in the 
channel between the Santa Catalina 
Island quarry and this port this morn- 
ing. The scow, in'tow of the tug Wiz- 
ard, was pulled away from the quarry 
moorings before daylight. When she 
got into the channel a heavy cross sea 
and a southeasterly swell struck her. 
In some manner she became partially 
waterlogged, so that she labored awk- 
wardly. The men aboard the barge 
were taken upon the tug, and shortly 
afterward she careened sufficiently to 
lose. a part of her load of rock. Prob- 
ably a quarter of the cargo did not 
slide’ off. 

The lighter was towed to position 
over the brenkwatér site, and a gang 
of men discharged the balance of the 
load by hand. The deck was cleared 
this afternoon, and the empty barge 
was towed back to the quarry. The 
scow is one of the water-compartment 
tilt-dumping kind. 

Two or three theories are advanced 
as to how the lighter came to be partly 
waterlogged. One of them is that the 
‘tremendous weight of the cargo 
‘strained the planking sufficiently while 
in the heavy sea so that there was a 
leakage. Assuming that there was 
such a leakage, it is believed that the 
water in the hold may have been 
pitched from one end to ‘the other with 
such violence as to force open one of 
the hatches by hydraulic or pneumatic 
pressure. An open hatch would have 
permitted a great deal more water to 
enter. 

MATE LOST OVERBOARD. 

The four-masted schooner C. 5. 
Holmes, Capt. J. Johnson, which, ar- 
rived from Port Blakeley Tuesday 
morning, had a rough passage. Olaf 
Anderson, the first mate, was lost 
overboard on November 13. It was at 
1 o'clock in the morning, and the vessel 
was off the Oregon coast driving before 
a severe gale. It was dark and cloudy, 
and the sea was very rough. The mate 
was standing on the poop by the wheel 
when a heavy sea struck the port quar- 
ter and carried him overboard. The 
man at the wheel said he heard the
